Snow started falling OIL Big Fiat | eventually reached Areudtsvtllp after 


Residents of Gettysburg and Adams county were busy 


today digging themselves out from under the heaviest 24-hour 
snowfall in the history of Gettysburg weather records. 


The Palm Sunday snowfall reached depths of from 15 


inches in southeastern Adams county to a peak of 40 inches 
on Big Flat, atop the South Mountains west of The Narrows. 
The average depth about Gettysburg was 24 inches. 


Paralyzes Traffic 


The two-foot blanket of snow paralyzed traffic; brought 


down telephone, telegraph and electric lines; upset Palm Sun- 
day service attendance of county churches and kept many a 
new spring outfit from making their scheduled appearances. 


Highway department, telephone and electric company 


workers continued today repair and maintenance work begun 
early Sunday morning in an effort to open highways and 
return communications and power services to normalcy. 


The snowfall, which extended from Saturday evening 


until early Sunday evening almost without a break, was re- 
corded officially in Gettysburg weather records as ranging in 
depth from 21 to 26 inches. Nothing in Gettysburg's more 
than 30 years of weather records can compare to those figures 
for a 24-hour snowfall, Dr. Henry. Stewart, local observer, 
said. 


Many Are Stranded 


State motor police here were deluged-with calls for assist- 


ance on the highways from stranded motorists. They in- 
vestigated at least three traffic crashes entirely or partly the 
result of weather and road conditions. 


The Gettysburg office of the state Highway Department 


started its huge task of clearing more than 300 miles of main 
and secondary roads in this county about 2 a. m. Sunday. 


All of the equipment at the local state highway garage was 


placed in use and six additional big trucks mounted with snow 
plows were brought here from Lebanon, Lancaster and 
Dauphin counties, 


Use Many Plows 


The "all out" orders sent 17 trucks equipped with plows, 


one large tractor plow and four big scrapers onto the high- 
ways early Sunday morning in addition to the six pieces 
brought here from the nearby counties. This-vas the first 
time the big tractor plow had been placed in use this winter. 
It was assigned to the task of clearing the Lincoln highway 
in the mountainous sections where snow depths of 30 and 34 
inches were common. Some drifting there added to the dif- 
ficulty of the task.

Residents of Gettysburg and Adams county were busy 
today digging themselves out from under the heaviest 24-hour 
snowfall in the history of Gettysburg weather records. 
The Palm Sunday snowfall reached depths of from 15 
inches in southeastern Adams county to a peak of 40 inches 
on Big Flat, atop the South Mountains west of The Narrows. 
The average depth about Gettysburg was 24 inches. 
Paralyzes Traffic 
The two-foot blanket of snow paralyzed traffic; brought 
down telephone, telegraph and electric lines ; upset Palm Sun­ 
day service attendance of county churches and kept many a 
new spring outfit from making their scheduled appearances. 
Highway department, telephone and electric company 
workers continued today repair and maintenance work begun 
early Sunday morning in an effort to open highways and 
return communications and power services to normalcy. 
The snowfall, which extended from Saturday evening 
until early Sunday evening almost without a break, was re- 
j corded officially in Gettysburg weather records as ranging in 
depth from 21 to 26 inches. 
Nothing in Gettysburg’s more 
than 30 years of weather records can compare to those figures 
for a 21-hour snowfall, Dr. Henry Stewart, local observer, 
sa iii.

I have always wondered why It 
is th a t so m any of us neglect to give 
credit, or to adequately pay, the 
one who actually does the most for 
us? 
We often go out of our way 
to m eet “dem ands.” 
Tile Doctor 
dem ands th e least of all servants. 
A great m any Doctors I have known 
bear the impression that they have 
a commission from Heaven itself, 
and so they wouldn’t like to “du n ” 
God for som ething that he aided 
them in! 
It is a characteristic of Doctors 
to be selfless. 
I recall a statem ent 
made by a nurse about a young 
Doctor. 
He had just operated on 
a child and he kept calling up the 
hospital all night about, him. 
Said 
she: “Oh, yes, Dr. Sm ith (which 
wasn’t his name) always worries 
I about his patients.” 
Another Doc­ 
tor, standing within hearing of this
